3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-14 

Claims 2-14 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to 
which they refer, meet the PCT requirements for 
novelty (claims 3, 5, 7, 10 and 11; PCT Article 
33(2)) and inventive step (claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 9 
and 12-14; PCT Article 33(3)). 



3.1 The features of claim 3 are already included in 
documents Dl and D2 . 

3.2 The features of claims 5, 1, 10 and 11 can be 
found in document D2 . 

3.3 The features of claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 9 and 12-14 are 
considered to be obvious or routine to a person 
skilled in the relevant art, especially since the 
advantages thus achieved can be easily foreseen 
and therefore a person skilled in the relevant art 
would devise the solution to the problem of 
interest according to the circumstances and 
without thereby being inventive (PCT Article 

33 (3) ) . 
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
